MACHINE GUNS 


GUARD PRISON 
AT SPRINGFIELD 


Daylight Finds City Serene 
After Night of Race 


Disorders. - 


Troops Promptly Restore 


Order By Keeping 


Crowds on Move. 


Springfield, Ohio, March 12.—Spring- 


field was _quitt this morning, following 
a night of disorder in which Patrolmaii 
Joseph Ryan and a negro were wounded 
in interchange of shots between police- 
men and negroes. 


Three companies of Ohio National 


Guardsmen, consisting of 150 officers 
and men under command of Lieutenant 
Colonel H. D. Horner were on duty to- 
day, with headquarters at the City Hall. 
Military^ law has not been declared it 
having Been announced that the troops 
would merely aid the local authorities 
in maintaining order. 
The entire Fourth Ohio infantry was 
mobilized today in_ anticipation of fur- 
ther rioting here, ~but Colonel Horner 
said he did not think it necessary to 
call for the other units at this time 
Although the situation was quiet early 
today and no further trouble seemed 
Imminent, both military and civil au- 
thorities said they would not relax their 
vigilance and are taking all precautions 
to avoid a recurrence tonight of the 
racial trouble. 


Machin.e guns are mounted at the 
county jail, and. although the militia- 
men are not patrolling the streets, they 
are under arms and ready to answer 
riot calls. 
A truck with a machine 
gun mounted on it is available to make 
hurried trips. 
The trouble, which started shortly 


before midnight, last night with the 
shooting of Patrolman Ryan, after he 
had ordered a group of negroes to dis 
perse, was the outgrowth of an assault 
last Monday night on 11 year old Marge 
Ferneau, by an unknown negro who 
escaped. Rumors that he had been ar- 
rested caused a crowd to gather at the 
county jail AVednesday night and again 
Thursday night, but these crowds were 
dispersed when it was proved the negro 
had not been caught. Crowds gathered 
again last night, but had been dispersed 
when the shooting began. 
Among the city's 60,000 population, 


approximately one eighth of whom are 
negroes, racial feeling is still strong 
and although no further trouble is an 
ticipated, 
authorities 
point out, that 
conditions are such that anything may 
occur.. L 
The National guards on duty here 
are Company C, Fourth 
Ohio 
from 
London and two separate machine gun 
companies with headquarters in this 
city. 
The MarysviUe 
infantry com- 
pany is enroute here. 
Last night's rioting apparently came 
in three phases. 
The opening conflict 
between officers and negroes came when 
Patrolman Ryan, was shot three times 
after he had attempted to break up a 
crowd of negroes at Center and Jeffer- 
son streets, within a block and a half 
of the police station. Ryan is expected 
to recover. 
Later there was another 
brush in which Shirley Shafer, a negro, 
received a slight scalp 
wound and 
later a general pitched battle in which 
20 or more shots were fired between 
negroes and officers, the negroes 'dodg- 
ing behind trees and buildings and the 
officers barricading themselves behind 
a curbing. 
While attempting to pursue negroes 
to return to their homes and desist 
from violence. City Manager Edgar B. 
Parsons, Mayor B. J. Westcott and 
Police Prosecutor Robert Flack were 
fired upon but 
none of them 
was 


wounded. 
Between 20 and 30 arrests were made 
during the night, including that of one 
negro thought to have been the assail- 
ant of Patrolman -Ryan. 
Police how- 
ever, would not confirm 
his identity 


nor say where he had been taken. 
Most of the remaining prisoners were 
held on charges of disorderly conduct 
and investigation. 
Among those held 


was Asa Smith, a white man who 
police say, was found just outside the 
quarter where the shooting 
occurred 


with dynamite on his person. 
Places of business closed last night 
when large crowds gathered on. down- 
town streets and trouble seemed im- 
minent, were opened for business again 
today. Mayor Westcott, however, was 
expected to issue an order during the 
day providing for the

MAY MEDIATE 


New Secretary at Washing- 


ton Offers to Act as Med- 
iator Between Packers 
and Employes. 


Washington, March 12.—Whether the 


department of labor would attempt to 
settle the wage reduction controversy 
between the meat packing companies 
and their employes depended today on 
acceptance of Secretary Davis' offer 
of mediation by the packers. 
Condi- 
tional acceptance on behalf of union 
workers was announced last night at 
Chicago by Dennis Lane, secretary- 
treasurer of the Amalgamated 
meat 
cutters and butchers workmen of North 
America. 
After receiving 
Secretary 
Davis' telegram proposing mediation by 
the labor department, Mr. Lane was re- 
ported to have stated the union would 
agree on condition that the packers de- 
fer enforcement of the proposed wage 
reduction and adjustment of hours, ef- 
fective M«nday. On this condition, the 
union, he said, also would defer taking 
a strike ballot.

FOSTER UNABLE 


TO GIVE BOND 


One of Bondsmen 111 and 


His Appearance Here Is 
Delayed—May Get Re- 
leased Late Saturday. 


Ray B. Foster, Columbus electrician, 


vho was held to the grand jury on the 
manslaughter charge of killing Opal 
Sowards at Buckeye Lake the first oi 
he week, at the hearing in Hebron be- 
fore Mayor White yesterday, has so far 
'ailed to furnish the $5000 bond and is 
still m custodj at the county jail. 
Mrs. Foster came to Newark after 


joing to Columbus following the hear- 
ng and she stated that one of the 
bondsmen arranged for is sick. He is 
expected to arrive here shortly after 
noon today and sign the bond to release 
rpster. 
One of the bondsmen, Clar- 
ence L. Rauch, signed in Hebron yes 
terday following the hearing. 
While Mrs. Foster was here last night 
she told the officials of a game which 
lad been worked on her Thursday by 
an unknown man in Columbus. She 
stated that a man came to the house 
and stated that Ray was being starved 
and mistreated during the stay at the 
ail here and he asked her for money 
>vith which to buy him some of the little 
uxuries so desired by prisoners.

Maxwell and the painter imme- 
diately went 
to woik 
on the boat, 
which was at the yacht club, and Fos- 
ter and the girl went toward the cot- 
:ages. 
After 
half an hour it was 


found that it was so damp that the 
•>aint would not work, so they also 
went to the cottages. 
When they arrived Foster and the 
girl were in his cottage gathering up 
some bed clothing to take to the one 
in which she was to stay. The two 
men helped carry the bedding to the 
cottage where the girl 
immediately 


oegan making up a bed. 
Foster showed the two men his cot- 
tages and 
after 
about an hour all 
three came back to Columbus, arriv- 
ing there about-7 o'clock. 
Mrs. 'Foster corroborated this testi- 


mony stating that Mr Foster arrived 
home Sunday about 8 o'clock and re- 
mained there until Monday morning. 
According to investigation Wednes- 
day Foster called for Mrs Ira Lind at 
the Buckeye Hotel at 10 o'clock Mon- 
day morning and took her to the lake. 
They arrived there about 1:30 when 
Foster discovered the 
dead body of 


the girl. 
Dunne the testimony of Lind, the 
step father of the girl, it was develop- 
ed at the hearing yesterday said that 
a man named 
Lee 
Cunningham of 
West Third 
Avenue, Columbus, had 
paid the 
girl's 
tuition at the Office 
Training School and Attorney Connor 
insinuated that Cunningham had ass6- 
ciated with the girl. 


Cunningham admitted the payment 


in an interview last nigh't, saying it 
was %ith the full consent of his wife 
and Mrs. Lind and was the result of 
long1 acquaintance with the family. He 
denied anything but fatherly interest 
in the girl. 
On cross-examination yesterday Cor- 


oner Richards stated that Mr. and Mrs. 
Lind, mother and step-father of Opal 
Sowards, and Foster and his wife came 
to his home in Newark, Monday night 
at 11 oclock. and told him the story of 
the girl. 
Richards also admitted that there 
was extreme heat in the rodm where 
the girl had died, and that heat pros- 


tration would cause death, but he did 
testify that it was possible in the pres- 
ent case. 
Richard Lind testified yesterday that 
Foster came to his house Monday 
night and told him of Opal Soward's 
death. Foster told Lind, he said, that 
the girl called him Saturday evening 
at his office and told him she could not 
get a room. When business 
hours 
were over he went to the Buckeye Ho- 
tel, 
Columbus, consulted with the as- 
sistant manager, and procured a room 
for her for the night 
Lind testified 


that Foster said he got her Sunday 
morning with two contractors and came 
to the lake, where they went to the 
cottage. 
Monday afternoon Foster 're- 
turned to the lake with the 
nurse, 


broke down the door, and found her 
dead. He went back to Columbus and 
then to Newark to see the coroner. 
This concluded the testimony of the 
state, which rested its case. 
The de- 


fense told the court that if that was 
the complete testimony, that a motion 
of dismissal be made. The motion was 
argued, the defense setting forth that 
there was no evidence of illegal or im- 
moral relations between Foster and the 
girl, and that theie was no direct evi- 
dence connecting him with the alleged 
crime. 
Prosecutor Norpell told the 
court 
that it was the duty of a magistrate to 
bind over in a case where there is prob- 
able cause, and that the defendant had 
told that the girl called him to her aid, 
that he had responded and made ar- 
rangements for her. That he was the 
last man.with her at the lake, and that 
although he lived just across the street 
from the parents of the girl in Colum- 
bus he had made no attempt to tell 
them of her whereabouts or consult 
them concerning her.

Reduction Announced Jan. 


30 Is Revoked and Form-

New York, March 12 —Reductions in 


wages of common labor put into effect

on January 31, 
have been wiped out and the former 
wage scale restored, it was announced 
here today at the general offices of the 
company. 
The company statement said that a 
"slightly improved condition of ^busi- 
ness permitted 
payment of the old 


scale." 
The railroad labor 
board recently 


condemned action of the road for not 
first submitting the proposed reduc- 
tions to it for approval and ordered 
restoration of the former scale. 
The announcement said that the road 


now would formally submit the whole 
question of wages to the railroad la- 
bor board.

today. An order was immediately issued forbidding all public gather- 
ings after 6 o'clock this evening and ordering stoppage of street car 
service and automobile traffic after 7 p.'in.

The order means cessation of all traffic on the streets and closing 


of all moving picture houses, theaters and other places for public 
gathering. 


Although after a short meeting at 
he City Hall the conferees went to the 
office of Prosecuting Attorney John B. 
McGrew, the prosecutor denied any con- 
nection with the conferees. He said the 
men merely came to his office to use a 
:elephone. 


Mayor B. J. Westcott announced that 


t was the opinion of the conference, 
that the situation could be handled by 
he sheriff and he was placed in charge/ 
n preference to putting the city under 
military or martial law.

NEGRO ADMITS 


HE SHOT COR 


Fanner Posse Captures Fu- 


gitive After Gun Battle 
and Turns Him Over td 
Authorities.

noon by a posse of famers several miles 
north ol Springfield,, after a- 
battle, confessed to police that he 
guilty of the shooting- ot 
Ryan in last night's racial disorders. 
they announced this, afternoon. White 
was brought to this eity and lodged -In 
the county jail which is strongjy guard- 
ed by a cordon of national guardsmen. 
Farmers north of Springfield or- , 
ganized a posse to capture him this 
morning when he was seen to run from 
a firmer on the road. When rounded 
up by the posse on the Thomas Wrenn 
farm, he fired several shots at his par- 
supers and was fired on in return before 
he surrendered.

These 
conventions, whioti are to be submitted 
o the nations of the world for ratifica- 
tion, are expected to deal with interna- 
ional transportation both by railroads 
and by navigable waterways and to de- 
fine also the rights of land-locked na- 
tions to have access to seaports. 


One situation with which the confer- 


ence will have particularly to deal is 
.he transit 
of freight and passengers 
jctween two countries across a third 
one. 
This affords an opportunity for 
he middle"country, through which the 
traffic has to pass, to co'.lect a heavy 
oil on such traffic. It is asserted that 
.he re-arrangement of European boun- 
iaries since the war has made this situ- 
ation worse than before. 
One of the 
main factors of the present economic 
and financial crisis in some sections of 
Europe is the needless national barriers 
vhich check international 
transporja 


ion, 
with the result that in some dis- 
ricts the people starve while factories 
t'and idle in others for lack of material. 
It will be the purpose 'of the Barce- 


ona conference to put an end to this 
unnecessary "hampering- of international 
ransit by giving this problem a recog- 
ized international standard. 
The conference will not be restricted 
o discussion and advice, but will be 
omposed of officially appointed dele- 
ates of various nations and will be 
quipped with considerable power of 
nitiatitve within its own sphere. 


The conference is expected to lay the 
asis for a 
permanent 
organization 
vhich will act as a recurrent legisla- 
ive body to deal with all

It is expected to take 
ts place beside such bodies as the In- 
ernational Labor Organization, Inter- 
national Health Organization and the 
nternational Economic and Financial 
ionference.

TEN COUNTIES 


Fairfield Was One of the 


Original Subdivisions, All 
Being Established Before 
Stale Was Admitted To 
Union. 


Columbus.—The state of Ohio origin- 
ally was divided into ten counties, es- 
tablished in territorial days by the gov- 
ernor of the 
territory, 
according to 


state history, which 
shows that the 
original counties in the order of their 
establishment were: 
Washington, July 27. 1788: Hamilton, 
July 2, 1790; Wayne, August 15, 1796; 
Adams. July 10, 1797- Jefferson. July 27, 
1797: 
Boss. August 20, 1798; Trumbull, 
July 10. 1800; Clermont, December 6. 
1800; 
Fairfield, December 9, 1800, and 
Belmont, September 7, 1801. 


All of these counties 
were located 


within the 
boundaries 
Of the pres- 


ent 
state of 
Ohio, 
with 
the ex- 


ception of Wayne, 
which 
lay partly 


northwest and west of these bounda- 
•ies. When Ohio was admitted to the 
Union, 
Wayne 
county in this state 


apsed, and 
the 
present 
county of 


Wayne later established. 
Wayne coun- 
y in Michigan, of which Detroit is the 
:ounty seat, is the successor of the old 
territorial 
county of 
Wayne in that 
state, and "Wayne county, Indiana, of 
which Richmond is the county seat, is 
.he successor of the territorial county 
"n that state. 
Fort Wayne in Indiana, which is tn 


Allen county, and the federal military 
post of Fort Wayne, near Detroit, are 
historically connected with the Wayne 
county of 
the 
old 
territory—all of 
which are in territory included in it. 


The present Wayne county in Ohio 


was created by act of the legislature on 
February 13, 1808. 


There was a Knox county in the old 
Northwest Territory also, according to 
the histories, but no portion of its ter- 
ritory' lay within the present boundaries 
of the state of Ohio. It included prac 
tically all the present state of Indiana 
that was not included in Wayne county. 


The Ohio Knox county was created by 
an act of the legislature January 30, 
108. 
Other counties in the Northwest 
Territory before Ohio became a state 
were Randolph and St. Clair. Now part 
ot them lay in what now is Ohio.

MILK: NO WATER 
Over a million and a quarter dollars 


is lost annually in Ohio bocause poultry 
raisers do not feed sour milk in plac-i 
of water to growing chicks, according 
to K. L. Dakan, poultry specialist at 
the Ohio State University. 
These figures are based on a loss of 


chicks, valued at 20 cents apiece, 


on every farm in Ohio. 
Prof. Daka'i 


eheves that the mortality is actually 
e\vn higher. 


In view of this loss the county farm 


bureaus and the poultry department oC 
the Ohio State University are recom- 
mending that no water whatever bo 
given to chicks until maturity. 
"The feeding of sour milk is almost 
specific remedy for white diarrhea, 


c?r weakness, cannibalism, and gapes, 
which are the causes of hiavy losses in 
young flocks. The feeding of sour rnilk 
stimulates rapid early 
m-owth. 
The 


chicks are not susceptible :o early chick 
diseases and have enough \ itality to re- 
sist them. It is impossible to overfeed 
chicks on sour milk. 
"Sour milk is preferrttl to sweet, 


esinc it i? apparently more palatable 
and because it is unpractical to keep 
milk sweet for vchicks under average 
"arm conditions. Changine from-sweet 
to sour is not a good practice." 


MANURE AND PHOSPHATE

AVhen the. idosigner of an automobile 


has tq- decide upon the size of the en- 


ine he must consider what the entjine 


must do. Let us briefly look Into this. 


When the car is driven along a level 


road, the engine must overcome the 
'notion of the bearings in the car. and 
the resistance of the wind. 
For this 


purpose an engine of a certain bore and 
:urning power and which will give a 
certain minimum speed will suit. 


When the car is ascending a hill, the

This means that if the engine is built 
large enough to climb the hills, for 90 
per cent of the time, an excess weight 
of engine will have have to be carried, 
with the extra cost of fuel, etc., which 
would result therefrom, 


j 
A good designer will try to find some 


'. way of using the smaller engine, and 
jadding some flevice which will enable 
'the engine to also taking care of the 
! hill climbing and startling into motion. 
'Placing a set of-levers between the en- 
gine and the rear .wheels will accom- 
plish this. 
As a system, or train of 


gears, is a system of levers, the prob- 
lem will be solved by placing sets of 
gears between the engine and the rear 
wheels, or. in otfier words, having the 
power of the engine'transmitted to the 
rear wheels by them. 
Thus we have 
the Transmission. 
Let us see how the gears act as levers. 
Have you ever watched safe-movers 
move a heavy safe' by the use of a 
crowbar. What they do is shov,-n in 
Fig. 1. Here the point A is the ground. 
If the distance B is ten tunes as great 
as the distance C, a man, by exertting a 
pressure of 100 pounds at D. can exert 
a pressure of 1,000 pounds at E. 


Let us now assume that A is the cen- 
ter and E the circumference of the 
propeller shaft of the automobile, and 
that D is on the circumference of a 
gear B fastened, to this shaft, as shown 
in Fig. 2. If it takes a pressure of 1,000 
pounds on the circumference of the 
shaft at E to drive the car up the 
steepest grade, then by driving the gear 
B, by the gear F, and making the en- 
gine of such a size, that a pressure of 
100 pounds is exerted by the gear F on 
the gear B, the car will be driven up 
this steepest grade. 


The room for the transmission of the 


automobile is necessarily limited, and if 
the single gear, as shown, were used it 
would take up more room than can be 
allowed for it. 
So the designer must 


look about for some way of using gears 
which will take up less room, and yet 
give the required leverage. . The nat- 
ural solution is to have sets of gears, 
one set, say, to give a leverage of 3, 
the other of 3 1-3, giving a total lever- 
age of 3 1-3 times ), of 10. 


Let us, therefore, make the gear B 
.smaller 
in diameter, say 
only 3 1-2 
times that the shaft *E, and then let us 
convert B into a gear, then let us move 
the shaft connected to the propeller 
shatf to the position shown by H, Fig. 
3. By now placing a gear, J, having a 
diameter 3 times that of the shaft H, 
and driving this gear by the gear E, 
we -will have two sets of small gears, 
one giving a leverage of 3 to 1, arid the 
other 3 1-3 to 1. or a total of 10. 


Thus if 1,000 pounds is required at 


the circumference of H, only 333 1-3 
pounds will be required at K, the cir- 
cumference of the gear.I, and as the 
geaer B is 3 1-3 the diameter of the gear 
E, it will have a leverage of 3 1-3 to 1 
and only 100 pounds will be required at 
the point D, which is the pressure re- 
quired from the engine as before. 
Having the gears placed as shown 


means three shafts and three sets of 
bearings for them. 
By. placing the 
gears H and P on the same center, one 
set of these be i rings and considerable 
room can be saved. In Fig 4, I have 
shown a view from the top of the trans- 
mission "as' develbpe4' 6O ^ar- with the 
gears J,and -P on the same center. 


As the gears B and E are on the same 
center and revolve at'the same speed 
they are both fastened . to the same 
shaft. J and P, however, revolve at dif- 
ferent sjpeeds, and so their shaft must 
be separate. In order to save a bearing 
bracket, however, the gear P la made 
hollow and Is attached to a tube, or 
sleeve, the end of the shaft of J being 
inserted into it. so that the bearing of 
P also acts as ono of the bearings of J.
